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Secretary Carlisle’s Currency Bill Gets 
Merely a Recommendation.  * 


THE CAUCUS ADVISES ITS PASSAGE 


Speaker Crisp Takes the Floor and 
Champions the Measure. 


SILVER’S FRIENDS SHOW UP STRONG 


Goldbugs Make a Sorry Spectacle, but with 
Republican Assistance They Can Knife 
Legislation to Relieve the Distress. 


Washington, January 7.—(Special.)—The 
democratic caucus on the currency Dill this | 
afternoon did not pan out. It only dem- 
onstrated the division within the party and 
the utter -impossibility of any currency Dill 
passing in the present house. But it did | 
one good thing. It decided to bring the | 
agony to an end this week. The patient 
will be allowed to die, rather than continue 
to keep the American people guessing. How- 
ever. 84 democrats out of the 145 present | 
stood true to the party and to the people. 
These deserve ecredit. All should not be 
censured for the shortcomings of a fe®. | 
Among the true ones stood all ten of the | 
Georgia congressmen; likewise the Ala- 
bama delegation. Indeed, the south was 
practically soliq in standing up for action. 

Speaker Crisp opened the caucus with a 
ringing speech calling upon the democratic 
party in the house to rally for action. He 
advised the passage of the Carlisle bill, not 
because it was the best possible thing to do, 
but because it was better than the present 
law. It was suggested by the government 
official Whose duty it was to manage the 
finances and under his advice, in view of 
the existing depression and financial dig- 
tress, congress should adopt it. Swanson, 
of Virginia, and others spoke for it, while 
Bland opposed it viciously. So did the gold- 
bugs of the east. 

After two hours of debate, Speaker Crisp’s 
motion that the caucus advise the passage 
of the bill was adopted by 84 to 61. As the 
caucus was but advisory, this means that 
the bill will be overwhelmingly defeated as 
all republicans will vote against it. Cur- 
rency legislation is a dead issue so far as 
this congress is concerned. The committee 
on rules will tomorrow fix a day when the 
vote shall be taken and the Carlisle bill be 
guillotined. It will perhaps be on Friday, 
execution day. 

Livingston Meant Business. 

Immediately upon the conclusion of the 
‘yoll call Mr. Livingston, of Georgia, made 
@ motion that all should be bound by the 
action of the caucus. The chamber had been 
rapidly filling, and at the time the Liv- 
ingston motion was made, fully 175 demo- 


instant chorus of “‘noes’”’ and a point of 
order was made against it. 

The chair sustained the point of order,. 
stating in effect that the uniform practice 
of thirty years was that caucuses are ad- 
visory and not binding in their character. 

Mr. Springer moved that all speeches be 
limited to five minutes. 

Speaker Crisp took the floor and said 
that the democratic party in congress has 
kept its pledges. It has reformed the tariff, 
repealed the federal election law and prac- 
ticed economy in appropriations. The party 
has differed in matters affecting currency 
and finances. The secretay of the treasury 
has formulated a bill. The quéstion is, can 
the party agree upon something at this 
short session. He believed that legislation 
should be had and that congress should re- 
spond to the call of the treasury and of 
the country. He then offered the following 
resolution. 

Crisp’s Resolution. 

“Resolved, That it is the sense of this 
caucus that the Carlisle currency bill should 
be passed by the house of representatives, 
substantially as presented in the substi- 
tute which has been printed in The Record 
and which will be offered at the proper 
time by the chairman on Danking and cur- 
rency, and that the committee on rules 
be requested to report an order tomorrow, 
Ammediately aftwr the read§ng of the 
journal, which shall provide for its con- 
sideration for one more day for general de- 
bate and thereafter under the five-minutes’ 
rule and a final vote thereon at the earliest 
practicable time during this week.’’ 

Two Amendments. 

Mr. Sperry, of Connecticut, moved that 
the pending resolution be so amended as 
to read that it is the sense of the caucus 
that the bill introduced by him shall be 
passed by the house. 

Mr. Terry, of ({A(dkansas, offered an 
amendment authorizing each state  treas- 
urer to buy silver bullion sufficient in 
amount to coin a dollar for every inhabi- 
tant of the state; to present it to the eran 
States treasurer, the latter to coin it into 
silver dollars and in turn present it to the 
State treasurer. 

After speeches by Messrs. Hall, of Mis- 
sourt and Brickner, of Wisconsin, Mr. 
Coffin, of Wyoming, offered a resolution ex- 
tending the _ time for ;-eneral debate by 
‘three days. 

Speaker Crisp made a point of order 
against it, and the point was sustained. 

Mr. Crisp then demanded the previous 
question on the resolution introduced by 
him and the amendments. 

The previous question was ordered. 

The Terry amendment was first consid- 
ered. It was defeated by a vote of 64 nays | 
to 54 ayes. i 

Mr. Sperrry’s amendment was then re- 
jected by an overwhelming majority, there 
being but 13 votes in its favor. These were 
Cast by Messrs. Well and Brickner, of 
Wisconsin; Sperry and DeForrest, of Con- 
necticut; McAleer, of Pennsylvania; Harter 
and Pierson, of Ohio; Fielder of New Jer- 
sey, and Lockwood, Coombs, Hendrix, 
Tracey and Strauss, of New York. 

How the Action Is Interpreted, 

Mr. Crisp’s resolution was finally adopt- 
bd by a vote of 81 to 59. The vote showed 
that Seventy-five democratic members of 

ee were not present at the, caucus.

Qther gentlemen regard the spirit dis- 
Played.at the caucus as indicating the death 
of the measure. They say that the speeches 
in opposition to the bill show that the ex- 
treme silver men as well as the opponents 
of free silver, with but few exceptions, have 
joined hands in opposition to the measure, 
and that their opposition will be supple- 
mented by the solid vote of the republicans 
and populists, and that, as a result, the 
Measure Cannot pass the house. 

Silver Has Many Friends. 

One of the curious incidents of the cau- 
cus was the meager support accorded’ to 
the amendment offered by Mr. Sperry, of 
Connecticut, the purpose of which was to 
commit the caucus to an endorsement of 
the bill introduced by him last week to 
fund the greenbacks and the treasury notes 
into bonds. An analysis of the vote given 
for this amendment shows that four of its 
thirteen supporters are western men, two 
from Ohio and two from Wisconsin, and 
that the remaining nine from the east. 
Equally surprising was the large vote giv- 
en to the Terry amendment, which author- 
ized the coinage by the secretary of the 
treasury of a silver dollar of 412% grains 
for each inhabitant of the fortfour states 
and territories. This amendment received 


_ the support of fifty-four members, and was 


defeated by a bare majority of ten. 

Mr. Crisp’s resolution was divided. The 
second proposition was to the limitation of 
debate by the committee on rules. The first 
proposition was carried by a vote of 8&1 
ayes to 59 nays, and the second proposition 
without material objection. The New York 
members who, for-the second proposition 
voted, were Lockwood, Warner and Strauss. 
Cockran, Covert, Hendrix 
and Ryan, voted in the negative. 

At 5 o’clock a motion to adjourn was 
made, and was immediately carried.

WASHINGTON GOSSIP. . 


District Appropriation Bill—Decisions 
by the Supreme Court, Etc. 

Washington, January 7.~The senate ju- 
Jiciary commi$tee, at its meeting this 
morning, appointed a subcommittee to in- 
vestigate the charges against Judge Clark, 
nominated to be United States judge for 
the western and middle district of Tennes- 
see. 

In an opinion read by Chief Justice Ful- 
ler today the supreme court decided 
against the claims of the state of South 
Carolina in a suit involving possession of 
a piece of property in Columbia of that 
State. 

KE. B. Wesley, of New York, claiming 
title under a deed from the commissioners 
of the sinking fund, brought suit in the 
United States court against J. KE. Tindall, 
‘seoretary of state, and T-"R- ‘Boyles, care- 
taker, employed by ‘Tindall, for possession 
of what is known as agricultural hall, with 
the lot upon which it stands, about three- 
eights of'an acre in area, valued at $16,665. 
O. W. Buchanan, attorney general of South 
Carolina, intervened in the suit and filed & 
motiom that Wesley’s bill be dismissed. on 
the ground that the property belonged to 
the state. The motion expressly stipulated 
that it was made “without submitting the 
right of the state to the jurisdiction of the 
courts.” Judge Simonton denied the mo- 
tion of the attorney general and the jury 
returned a verdict in favor of Wesley: From 
the judgment of the court upon this ver- 
dict the attorney general appealed in the 
name of the state. 

Reviewing the case Chief Justice Fuller 
said that the state of South Carolina did 
not appear as a party of the record and 
that she had expressly declined to submit 
her rights to the jurisdiction of the court. 
The appeal was, therefore, dismissed. 

Mr. Williams, democrat, from the com- 
mittee on appropriations, today reported 
to the house the District of Columbia ap- 
propriations bill. It carries an appropria- 
tion of $5,393,107, being $225,000 less than 
the appropriation for the current fiscal 
year, and $1,824,827 below the estimates on 
which it is based. 

The treasury balance today with the 
close of business stood $154,049,000, of which 
$81,186,304 is in gold, a slight gain over Sat- 
urday. 

At the request of ex-Senator Edmonds, 
counsel for J. G. Moore, the motion to ad- 
vance the hearing of the income tax case 
against J. 8. Miller in the supreme court 
of the District of Columbia, was postponed 
until tomorrow. The case will be heard 
then by Judge Hagner. This afternoon 
Commissioner Miller had a conference with 
Assistant Attorney General Whitney on 
the subject. 

The court of appeals today rendered a 
decision affirming the judgment of Judge 
Cole, overruling the demurrers filed by 
Elverton R. Chapman and John W. Mc- 
Cartney to the indictments found against 
them for refusing to answer questions 
asked by the senate sugar trust investiga- 
tion committee. District Attorney Birney 
said after the decision was handed down, 
that he would bring the defendants to trial 
in about a month.

Nobody Can Tell Who Will Be Tennessee’s 
Next Governor. 


PURNEY HAS A TIGHT CLUTCH ON It 


Evans and the Republicans Try to 
Pull Him Loose, 


SOME OF THE DEMOCRATS ARE SHY 


All of Them May Not Back Judge Pete Up. 
Isham G. Harris Renominated - 
forthe Senatc, 


Nashville, Tenn., January 7.—(Special.)— 
Harmony prevailed among the democrats 
today and the ease with which they agreed 
in the election of officers of both houses 
of the legislature following the caucus. nom- 
ination of Senator Harris by acclamation, 
was no more satisfactory to the majority 
than it was alarming to the republicans. 
The latter had been hoping for a division 
among the democrats from the start and 
they were greatly disappointed at the good 
feeling prevalent. 

The republicans have been c'aiming that 
Senator Ledgerwood was unalterably oppos- 
ed to going behind the returns, but that 
gentleman tonight assured The Constitu- 
tion correspondent that he had authorized 
no such statement and was ready to do 
the squar: thing, whatever it might prove 
to be. It books now as though the caucus 
plan, so far as it concerns the governorship, 
will have tv be abandoned, as so many 
democrats are opposed to deciding this mat- 
_ter in‘caucus. An indication of this senti- 
ment was given today when Senator Bates 
opposed the notion to adjourn the joint 
caucus subject to the call of the chair or 
a signed request of fifteen members. He 
said the caucus had completed the work for 
which it had been called and could not 
perpetuate itself. The caucus adjourned, 
however, subject to call. 

A Contest Bill. 

The committee appointed last night to poll 
the democratic members reported tonight to 
a conference of leading democrats and 
members. It was probably unfavorable to 
the caucus, as it is now understood that 
no caucus will be held, but that an en- 
deavor will be made to agree on a bill that 
will be acceptable to most democrats. This 
bill is intended to become a permanent con- 
test law and will provide that the governor 
hold over pending the decision of a con- 
test. There is, however, a wide difference 
of opinion as to whether there should be a 
contest made by the candidate receiving 
the lesser number of votes, or as to wheth- 
er the legislature should, of its own voli- 
tion, go into an investigation of charges 
of fraud. The matter has not yet been

FOUND IN THE DEBRIS. 


Bodies of Two of the Victims of De- 
laven Hotel Fire. 

Albany, N. Y., January 7.—The bodies of 
two victims of the Delaven hotel fire were 
found today. They were found in the debris» 
in the cellar and were directly under the 
attic where thefifteen servants were sup- 
posed to have been trapped on account of 
the rapid spréad of the flames. One of 
the bodies was reduced to crumbling bones 
and the other was a mass of unrecogniza- 
bie flesh and bonés: There was nothing 
found near the bodies to serve as a means 
ef identification. The second body found 
was not es.tirely unearthed cn account of 
the darkness, but was left in the debris to 
be taken out tomorrow. It is supposed that 
the remains of the victims will be found 
near the place where the two bodies were 
discovered today. 


The Seaboard Has Made an Offer. 

Baltimore, Md., January 7.—Mr. Alex- 
ander Brown, of the banking house of 
Alexander Brown & Sons, chairman of the 
Macon and Northern bondholders’ commit- 
tee, today said: 

“It is true that the Seaboard Air-Line 
has made an offer for the Macon and 
Northern railroad, but that is far as the 
matter has gone. The Central Railroad and. 
Banking Company, of Georgia, has had 
an offer for the property. The Macon and 
Northern will be a good feeder for the 
Georgia Central and Seaboard line. The 
bondholders are in possession of the Macon 
and Northern and have full power to sell. 
President Hoffman, of the Seaboard Air- 
Line is in the south and.until he returns 
nothing further will be done.” 


Asheville Street Railroad Sofa. 

Asheville, N. C., January 7.—A sensation 
was created here today by the selling of the 
Asheville street railroad to satisfy a judg- 
ment of $900. The road Was purchased by 
Charles A. Moore and he was at once put 
in possession of the property by the sheriff 
and J. G. Martin was appointed superin- 
tendent. The road is in full running order, 
embracing between six and seven miles 
of track and operates ten cars and covers 
évery portion of the city. The road was 
owned by New York capitalists and a hot 
legal fight is anticipated. 


A Freight Wreck. 

Missillon, O., January 7.-—-A freight wreck 
took place between Massillon and Orville, 
on the Wheeling and Lake Erie railraad. 
Brakeman Wells and Fireman Ryan were 
badly injured, and a tramp was fatally 
hurt. Others sustained injuries. It was 
a head-end collision, and dozens of cars 
are piled up. All the officials from Massil- 
lon, the wrecking trains and every ob-

JAY GOULD'S ESTATE 


McCiare, the Appraiser, Values It 
at $80,934,580. 


GOULD OWED A FEW TRIFLING MILLIONS 


Aiter Deducting the Annuities and 
Debts a Handsome Sum Is Left. 


HE LEFT SIX CHILOREN TO INHERIT IT 


They Would Get $12,000,000 Each if the 
Balance Were Equally Divided—The 
Annual Tax Isa Fortune. 


New York, Janvary 7.—Lawyer David Mc- 
Cluré, who, in* March, 1893, was appointed 
appraiser by the surrogate to fix the value 
of the estate of the late Jay Gould, at the 
time of his death, with a view of determin- 
ing the amount of tax that should be 
placed upon the personal property, has 
made his report, by which he finds the 
value of the personal estate of the late mil- 
lionaire to be $80,934,580.79, less the amount 
of his debts, $6,553,520.71, and less legacies, 
annuities, etc., to his brother, sisters, 
grandson, of $1,136,513, making the amount 
of the residuary estate to be $73,224,547.8. 
Mr. McClure says, in his report, that it was 
found a¢ the outset of the hearings that 
they would be protracted and it was then 
determined by the executors of the estate to 
deposit with the comptroller an amount, 
which, in their judgment, would meet the 
taxes to be paid upon the property. The 
executors then paid $600,000 to the comp- 
troller, upon the assumption tha¢ the per- 
sonal estate would not exceed $60,000,000. 
Each of the six children of Mr. Gould is 
entitled to a life estate, in trust, in one- 
sixth of the residuary estate, with the re- 
mainder to their children. Under a re- 
cent decision of the court of appeals it 
is held that these remainders are not liable 
to taxation, which formerly they were. 
This will reduce the tax considerably, and 
it is expected that the executors will be 
entitled to recover from the $600,000, which 
they paid to the state, a small sum in their 
favor.

THREE OUT OF FOUR DEAD. 


Mortality Among Mr. Robinson's 
Family in Brooklyn. 
Brooklyn, N. Y., January 7.—William Rob- 
inson, seventy-nine years of age, who lived 
in a cottage on West Clarkson street, Fiat- 
bush, died this morning. In a coffin by 
his side was the corpse of his daughter, 
Eugenie, aged thirty-five. On Wednesday 
last, another daughter, Mary, aged twen- 
ty-five, was buried from the same room. 
The only surviving member of the family 
is the widow. She is ill in bed and in a 
wild delirium, caused by the series of mis- 
fortunes that have come so suddenly upon 
her.

Savannah Moves Her Clock Hands 
Forward Twenty-Four Minutes. 

Savannah, Ga., January 7.—(Special.)—Sa- 
vannah today changed from sun time to 
76th meridian standard time, and at 11:36 
o'clock, a. m., the city clocks were all set 
forward to 12 o’clock, the change making 
the time just 24 minutes faster than sun 
time. The change has made very little ap- 
parent difference and everything seems to 
have conformed well to the change orn the 
same day it was made. It is believed the 
change will be very satisfactory. All the 
railroads here use 9th meridian time, but 
the difference now is just an hour, instead 
of 24 and 36 minutes one way or another.

Mine Workers and Knights of Labs 
Engage in a Bitter Fight. 


SECRET CIRCULARS ARE ISSUED 


Each Organization Is Attempting to 
Break Up the Other. 


SOVEREIGN HAS TO GO INTO IT 


If He Does Not Whip Gis Battle His Or- 
der Will Be Seriously Hurt—It Means 
Veath to Somebody. 


Columbus, O., January 7.—The nattfonal 
executive board of the United Mine Work- 
ers’ Uniun completed its work, and the 
members left for their respective homes 
today, leaving President Henna and Secre- 
tary McBride to complete the arrangements 
for the convention to be held February 12th. 
There will be two conventions, one of which 
will be composed of delegates from local 
assemblies of the Knights of Labor attached 
to district No. 135, and the other will be a 
joint meeting of Knights of Labor and 
Progressive Union delegates, composing 
the United Mine Workers’ Union. It has 
heretofore been the custom for the United 
Mine Workers’ convention to be held first, 
hut for obvious reasons, the Knights of 
Labor will meet first this time. The calls 
have been formulated by the executive 
board. one of which is secret and is being 
sent to Knights of Labor assemblies, and 
the other contains nothing of interest to 
the public. The greatest interest hinges 
on the probable action of the Knights of 
Labor convention, ’ which will meet at 
Worth Hein’s hall, Monday, February 11th. 

The secret circular is understood to em- 
body charges against Hayes and Sovereign, 
of the Knights of Labor, and advises the 
Miners’ local assemblies to send delegates 
instructed to vote to cut loose from the 
— assembly of the Knights of La- 

or. 

On the other hanu, a secret circular is 
being sent out by Messrs. Hayes and Sov- 
ereign appealing to the miners to withdraw 
from the United Mine Workers’ and con- 
nect themselves with the general assembly 
of the Knights of Labor. 

Thus the issue is drawn and upon these 
two lines. The fight between Knights of 
Labor and United Workers’ officials will be 
waged when the convention meets. Should 
the mine workers’ officials win, the result 
will be the loss of eight thousand members 
to the Knights of Labor. And should Hayes 
and Sovereign come out victorious the re- 
sult would be practically a disorganization 
of the Workers. 

Grand Master Workman Sovereign and 
Secretary Hayes and the general executiva 
board of the Knights of Labor will be here 
to make the fight of their hves, and 
same will be true of the Mine Workers’ 
officials 


In view of the fact that the fight will be 
bitter and speechmaking will be probably 
unlimited, it is not likely that the Knights 
of Labor can well cémplete its business in a 
day, as contemplated by the call. Unless 
it should happen that the delegates should 
be practically of one mind and conclude 
to cut the wrangle between their sets of 
Officials short and decide the question at 
issue themselves, there is danger that the 
entire week © will be consumed by the 
Knights of Labor convention.

A College Student and an Athens Man 
Have a Hard Fight. 


BITTER FEELING ON BOTH SIDES 


More Fights Are Expected~—Thirty City 
Men Acoompany Their Champion 
Through the Streets. — 


Athens, Ga., January 7.—(Special.)—A few 
days ago Messrs. W. L. Hubbard, a citizey, 
and C. H. B. Floyd, a student of the unl- 
versity, had a fight, and this morning the 
difficulty was renewed with great vigor. 

The first trouble grew out of the students 
sngw-balling Mr. Hubbard with hard balls, 
Mr. Hubbard applying an offensive term to 
them and throwing rocks back at them. 

Mr. Floyd, who was one of the students 
present, sought out Mr. Hubbard and they 
had a fight. This morning they met each 
other on Hancock avenue and at once went 
at it again with great violence. The fight 
was witnessed by a number of people who 
did not interfere, as the combatants were 
very evenly matched. 

The fight lasted ten minutes during which 
time both parties got in some heavy licks. 
They quit whe they had exhausted them- 
selves. 

This affair has raised something of a 
feud between several of the college boys 
and a number of the tqwn boys, and it is 
rumored that other fights will follow this 
one. Cases were docketed in the mayor's 
court agains Messrs. Hubbard and Floyd, 
and the authorities will keep a close eye 
on all parties concerned to prevent any 
further outbreak am(ng them. 

Late this afternoon it was rumored that 
a number of students would tackle young 
Hubbard as he went home. The friends of 
Hubbard, some thirty in number, accom- 
panied him to his home tonight about 7 
o'clock. All were prepared to. do some hot 
fighting, but they came across no students. 
Feeling is running pretty high between a 
number of students and a great many town 
boys, and the end of this treuble does not 
appear to have come. 


MRS. HICKEN’S TRIAL. 


Damage Suits Threatened for Large 
Sums Against Business Houses. 
Neither Mrs. M. EB. Hicken nor her hus- 
band, both of them charged with forgery, 
were tried yesterday. They have been in 
jail six months and their trial has been 
postponed from time to time on account of 


the absence of a principal witness. 

In consequence the attorneys of the two 
prisoners say that they will file damage 
suits today against the Eads-Neel Com. 
pany. : , 

The warrants against Hicken and his 
wife in this case were sworn out by Mr. 
John Eads, whose firm they are charged 
with having bested. The man when ar- 
rested was wearing the clothes purchased 
by his wife at the Eads-Neel Company on 
the check signed with the name of E. A. 
Agnew—a check which Agnew pronounced 
a most palpable forgery. 

The state decided to try .Doth prisoners 
on this warrant, as it was the only chance 
of linking the two together in a transac- 
tion. Agnew positively refused to come 
to Atlanta, but finally wrote that he might 
come after the holidays, suggesting, how- 
ever, that he could easily send his. head 
clerk, who was well acquainted with Ag- 
new's signature. Under the law § this 
would, not do. - 

Aghew, who is president of the bank 
upon which the check was drawn, was 
wired Saturday, but did not answer. His 
failure to appear yesterday probably dis- 
poses of the case. Without him the state 
could not proceed, and so announced. 

Judge Clark then told Hicken that he 
could go on his own recognizance. This 
he refused to do, as Judge Clark requested 
of Mrs. Hicken a bond of $500. 

She Says She'll Give Bond Today. 

‘We are going to give bond tomerrow,”’ 
said Mrs. Hicken last night. “After we 
are released I intend to go into business in 
Atianta. I will take up my old profession 
as a dermatologist. My husband will as- 
sist me.”’ 

Mrs. Hicken is very much incensed at a 
statement to the effect that she is not 
Mrs. McFadden, and says that her son has 
never been to see her. 

“Here is a card _my husband has written 
and i would like for you to publish it,“ she 
said. The card read: 

“J notice in this morning’s paper another 
one of those many mistakes regarding my 
wife, whether wilfui or otherwise, I am not 
prepared to say. You state that she has 
made herself so generally disagreeabie 
while in confinément in jail that two jail- 
ers have resigned rather than come in her 
presence. I understand that a great deal 
of this rubbish has originated from Mr, 
Bradiey, who told about my wife’s son com- 
ing to jail to see her. He afterwards said 
‘that is was got up by him just to make a 
sersation for the newspapers, and he 
thought it was an excellent joke.” The card 
goes on to tell that both Mr. Hicken and his 
wife are pleased with jail life and are no} 
opposed to any of the jailers. 

Damage Suits to Be Filed. 

According to the statement of Mr. J. EK. 
Robinson, leading counsel for Mrs. M. KE. 
Hicken and her husband, suits for $1000 
each will be filed against the Bads-Neel 
Company for damages. 

“The suits would have been filed today if 
I cbuid have. prepared them in time,” said 
Mr. Robinson yesterday afternoon, “but 
they will certainly be filed Tuesday morn- 
ing. There is absolutely no case against 
either Mrs. Hicken or her husband. Agnew 
did mot come arid for a good reason.’’ This, 
so the prosecution says, relieves Mr, Hicken. 

“They offered to allow him to go on his 
own recognizance, but he preferred to re- 
main in jail with his wife. 
$500 was imposed upon Mrs. Hicken for the 
purpose of causing her to remain in jail 
until the grand jury met and found an- 
other indictment against her. I will enter 
suit against every one swearing out a 
warrant against Mrs. Hicken if they fail 
to convict her. She has committed no 
forgery and at the proper time will make 
a good defense to ail that has been charged 
against her. It wil be im the nature of a 
bombshell to the state’s attorneys.”

At the Central Presbyterian. 

The initial service of the week was held 
at the Central Presbyterian church yester- 
day afternoon at 3 o'clock, and was con- 
ducted by Rev. R. V. Atkisson, the pastor 
of the Central Congregational church. 

The object of the week of prayer was 
fully explained by the leader. He also in- 
formed the congregation that similar ser- 
vices were being held by Christians all over 
the world. The custom was first suggest- 
ed by the foreign missionaries who urged 
that a week be set apart for prayer and 
thanksgiving especially in behalf of those 
who were preaching the gospel in remote 
parts of the earth. 

The subject for discussion was “‘Humilia- 
tion and Thanksgiving.’’ The leader called 
upon Dr. H. N. Pyne to offer a prayer of 
confession, and Dr. C. P. Williamson to 
follow him in a prayer of. thanksgiving. 
Several gospel songs were interspersed 
throughout the services. In his eloquent 
and earnest talk Dr. Attkisson dwelt spe- 
cially upon the need of humiliation or the 
crying unto God from the depths. It was 
only by taking this step and beginning at 
the start that the Christian could reach, 
in the end, the heights of the delectable 
mountains. Dr. Atkisson was followed in 
a brief talk by Dr. Williamson who stress- 
ed the fact that confession should not only 
be sincere but accompanied by the spirit of 
repentance that would lead to reformation, 

The services were deeply interesting, 
and many present avowed their intention 
to attend all the services during the week. 

Last Night’s Service of Prayer. 

The Central Congregational church last 
night was well filled and the services were 
equally as good as those of the afternoon. 
Dr. G. B. Strickler the pastor of the 
Central Presbyterian church, conducted the 
services. He fully explained their object 
and called attention to the fact that hun- 
dreds and thousands of Christians were 
lifting up their voices in supplication all 
over the country. He stressed the truth, 
however, that the quality of these services 
was more important than their quantity, 
and that every one present should summon 
his spiritual graces to aid him in his -ef- 
fort to derive the greatest possible good 
from the meetings as weil as to worship 
God in the proper spirit. 

Dr. E. H. Barnett was then asked to lead 
in prayer. 

After singing a gospel song Dr. Strickler 
addressed himself to the tepic of the even- 
ing. He stated that as long as Dr. Atkis- 
son had fully covered the first branch of 
the subject at the afternoon service he 
would confine his remarks ‘to the subject of 
thanksgiving. He observed that people, as 
a rule, were not disposed to give thanks.

ARE RUN DOWN BY BLOOD HOUNDS 


One of the Women Confesses to the Whole 
Affair—It Was Arson with Mur: 
derous Intent.

The burning of Mr. William Castles’s 
house on New Year’s night has a sequel. 
It was a strange fate which caused the 
keeper at Ponce de Leon to be instrumental 
in running down the fire fiends who he be- 
lieved put the torch under his door. 

It came about unexpectedly. 

Saturday night at 10 o’clock the house 
belonging to John Mims, an engino*r on 
the Southern railroad, was partially con- 
sumed. Casse Williams, a colored woman 
who occupies the place, barely escaped with 
her life. There was strong evidence of in- 
cendiarism, and as soon as the woman re- 
covered from the excitement she hurried 
over to the Rouse where Castles moved 
after he was burned out. 

The old man owns a famous pack of dogs. 
They have been used in many exciting 
chases during past years, and many crim- 
inals have been run to earth because of 
their keen scent. As soon as he learned 
of the fire Saturday night he called out his 
pack, as he had reason to think that the 
parties who fired Mim’s house were the 
same that, put him without shelter. 

It wasn’t lone after the hounds were 
brought to the place of the burning before 
they opened up and the woods at the end of 
North avenue echoed with their yelping. 
They ran so swiftly on the warm trail that 
it was difficult for the old man to keep 
pace with them. 

Soon they came to a stop, and their loud 
long notes told that they had brought their 
game to bay. Castles came up to find them 
at the door of a negro house in which two 
women, frightened and screaming, had 
taken refuge. There was nq one else in 
the house and he was positive that he had 
run down. the right parties. 

He learned their names, but having no 
power to arrest, was forced to come home. 
Before going to bed, however, he reported 
the names to police headquarters, resulting 
in the arrest yesterday morning of Susie 
Butler and Susie Harris by Officers Barrett 


and Ivy. The women were brought to the 


station house. 
Confessed to the Burning. 

Realizing the convincing evidence against 
her, Susie Butler confessed. She telis the 
whole story, a story that imperils her life 
and assures her a long terin in the peniten- 
tiary. 

“I dodn’t burn Mr. Castles’s honse. I 
don’t know anything about that, yt I 
burned Casse Williams’s and this other wo- 
man helped me. Casse and me had a falling 
out and she said she was going to kill me. 
I told her that if she killed me before I 
made away with her that she was welcome 
to my life. 

“That was Friday, and I knew she would 
kill me if she got a chance, go I thought 
that I would get the first go. 

“We got a quart of gasoline, and Susie 
and me started over te her house. Casse 
was asleep and we had to be mighty quiet. 
I put some shavings under the corner of the 
house and then I put some hay there. 
Susie poured the gasoline on and I touched 
it off., Then we run and wént right home. 

“I Knew we were gone when the dogs 
came up, and we started to leave home, 
but we didn’t have anywhere te go.”’ 

The women will be taken to jail this 
morning. There is no proof to show that 
they were guilty of burning up Casiles's 
house, but it is .nousit that thes are tre 
same parties who for the past year have 
caused other fires in that locality. —

The Woodsmen of the World Decided 
on That Course Yesterday. 

The Woodmen of the World met yester- 
day afternoon at 5 o’clock to consider means 
of making good the shortage of their order 
caused by the failure of Collector Ponder 
to make the proper return of money collect- 
ed. Information had been received that the 
Atlanta hodge had been suspended on ac- 
ccunt of the shortage, and the members 
were in a fair way to lose the money they 
had paid in. Action was taken by the mem. 
bers to make good the amount and the Al- 
lanta lodge- was restored to standing by 
telegraph. 

Here is an extract from the report sub- 
mitted by the committee appointed to take 
action on the shortage: 

“It is reported that upon thorough inves- 
tigation assessments Nos. 40 and 41 have 
been wholly misappropriated, and that the 
only equitable method of restoration of 
your insurance is for each sovereign to re- 
pay those two assessments: according to his 
usual rate. 

“It is found, also, that about one-half of 
assessment: No, 42 has been misappropriat- 
ed; that there is in the treasury, under 
general charity and benefit funds combined 
— dollars, that this, augmented by a level 
payment by each sovereign of 50 cents will 
restore the whole of assessment 42. 

“By this method we restore our certifi- 
cates to force; we therefore advise that you 
make immediate payment to the clerk-elect 
of the amount.

How This Great Progress in School 
Is Favored. 


THE CHARACTER OF THEIR LANGUAGE 


Is a Great Advantage—The Best Means of 
Placing English-Speaking Pupils 
ona Par with Them. 


One of the causes of the uncommon pre- 
cocity of pupils in German srhools has es- 
caped the notice of observers hitherto, and 
it is the object of this article to throw 
some light on the matter. We are all 
familiar with the fact that the German 
teacher, by his special university studies 
and long intercourse wiUh men of the high- 
est culture, is well equipped for the duties 
of his calling. 

Not? indeed, till late in life does he at- 
tuin to the dignity of being styled ‘“‘profes- 
sor,”” and herein he differs from his Amer- 
ican colleagues as much as he dees in schol- 
arship; for when he once becomes a real 
“professdr,”’ he runs no risk of being con- 
founded with corn doctors, contortionists, 
balioonists and band leaders! 

But thorough as the German teacher is, 


it is not to his scholarship nor to the €xX-. 


cellence of his methods that the rapid pro- 
gress of his pupils is exclusively due. Much 
depends on a factor which we never take 
into consideration: the language itself. 
Few of those whose vernacular is English 
realize the significance attributable to the 
language which is the medium of instruc- 
tion in schools, yet our own furnishes the 
best illustration of this significance. 
Though Germanic in structure, the Eng- 
lish language is so composite in character 
that we make use of two entirely different 
vocabularies, according to the needs of the 


purpose in hand. 

The language of early infancy consists 
almost wholly of words cf Anglo-Saxon ori- 
sin, and the tenderest terms of endearment 
which we vse in later life are drawn from 
the same source. 

Nearly the whole stock of expressions 
heard in the ordinary intercouse of life is of 
Germanic origin, hence the child finds its 
first years of serious study at school occu- 
pied with learning a new language—the 
language of books, which is largely derived 
from Latin and Greek. 

This is not the place to discuss the diffi- 
culties of English orthography, but it may 
be said here that German is pronounced or 
written, and the German pupil does not 
have to memorize, during all his_schocl life, 
the individual spelling of separate worls. 

The phonetic character of his language en- 
ables him to save two years of hard work 
in this,,and four or five mcre are eventual- 
ly saved by not having to learn a new 
language, a special vocabulary, in order to 
study each new subject. 

A few examples will better illustrate this 
(as most American newspaper readers are 
not acquainted with German), and they will 
be selected with reference to the frequency 
of their occurrence in books. 

First let us take single words: 

Ameliorate verbessern (make better.) 

Deteriorate verschiectern (make worse). 

Patriotism vaterlandsliebe (tather- 
lands-love). 

Decapitate enthaupten (off head). 

Excavation Ausgrabung (out-digging). 

Levity I .eichtsinn (light-mind).

The German pupil of ten years under- 
stands all such words as these the first time 
he hears them. Where is the Enelish- 
speaking child of fifteen that can compre- 
hend their polysyllabic English equivalents 
unless his mental development has been ex- 
ceptionahly favored by his home surround- 
Imes: 

Nearly all of our teachers: have remarked 
the difficulty which new pupils experience 
in understanding explanations. They un- 
derstand the word “opening,” when “ori- 
fice’ is unintelligible; they comprehend 
1 wal pony. though “fraternai”’’ conveys rv 
idea, 

Not until they have gradually acquireda 
Rhe new vocabulary do they feel any 
security in expressing their thoughts in 
other than the simple words of their fa- 
miliar convers<tion. 

Even after years in school, even after 
“graduation,’’ (a word of elastic sienifica- 
tion!) unless they have been thoroughly 
grounded in Latin and Greek, they never 
pcssess that perfect command of epithets 
that Wide range in the selection of ex- 
pressions, which characterize the English 
style of a Macaulay or a De Quincey. 

However, the object of this article is not 
to advocate the study of Latin and Greek 
but to call attention to one of the inherent 
difficulties in our language, and to suggest 
a remedy. =o 

In homes where correct #@Nnglish is habit- 
ually spoken, the children involuntarily fall 
into the habit of expressing themselves ele- 
-ently. The par.nts discus? the m igazines 
they read, and the children acquire at honie 
a large stock of words that under less fa- 
voring’ circumstances would have to be se- 
cured at school. 

Most parents, moreover, encourage their 
children to look up in a large lexicon the 
meanings of the strange words they find 
. it is agreed, however, that a child learns 
vetier to feel the meaning, and more espe- 
cally the force, of words by seeing them 
in context, ance hence it is customary for 
ambitious parents to place in their chil- 
dren's reach any wholesome reading that 
will ne Sage = wren interest.

“We have often reverted in these col- 
unis to the creditable trait in human na- 
ture Which hopes for improved conditions, 
belie ves that things will right themselves, 
and waits patiently while bearing heavy 
burdeits for the consummation of those two 
desiratde results.

There is no softening, pleasing influ- 
ence zit all for the mind = _ of 
the tiring stockholders in 
knowledg., gained from actual 
euch as co'ntracted volumes in general bus- 
iness, meayrzer oF no profits and the cutting 
off of one-third the earnings of many lead- 
ing railroads’ and other corporations; hence 
these hard, unwelcome facts and conditions 
aré passed over lightly with an occasional 
dmission that they are true now, but with 
a strong hope and belief that they will be 
speedily changed, that they will not prove 
true as to the future. We present below 
some actual facts and the story they tell 
will, on the whole, prove true as to stocks 
for the first few months of the present year 
at least. 

“Fact one is that the first week of 1895 saw 
commodities lower than ever before, the 
purchasing power of the people unprece- 
dentedly reduced. This was cause and ef- 
fect. Not only were commodities lower, but, 
incredible as it may seem, general compar- 
isons in many cases were still in favor of 
1893-94, including, of course, earnings and 
tonnage. 

‘Is there any solace in the fact that be- 
cause products sell at about the cost of 
production and the corn crop is the shortest 
on record, bank clearings continue about 
even with the panic period?

The old 
year closed with the freight movement 
shrinkage, while in the year western roads 
brought to Chicago 54,264,000 bushels less 
grain and 441,000 barrels less flour than in 
1898, eastern trunk lines taking away 10,360,- 
000 bushels less. ;

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An Extra Session, 

There have been various rumors of 
the purpose of the president to call an 
extra session of the new congress if 
the present body fails to provide an ad- 
equate measure of financial relief. 

The Constitution sincerely trusts that 
these rumors are true. If the present 
democratic congress fails to do its duty, 
by all means let Mr. Cleveland call an 
extra session of the republican con- 
gress which the people have elected to 
succeed the present conglomeration of 


well conducted by his predecessor, and 
recommends the cutting off of unneces- 
sury puliic expenses, and a frevente 
policy that will place no unnecessary 
burden on any home owner, business 
man or investor now here or who may 
coure lrere. In a general way he out- 
lines an economical financial policy 
which will meet with general favor. 

In regard to the exposition he pre- 
diets that it will prove a blessing to our 
city and state, and to the Whole south- 
ern country. After summarizing the 
progress of the enterprise, he says that 
the city government sheuld aid the un- 
dertaking in every proper way. 

He favors such additional facilities in 
ithe shape of public school buildings as 
are authorized by our charter, the rec- 
ommendations of the board of edueca- 
tion and our financial ability. 

Concerning streets Mayor King recom- 
mends a reduction in the appropriation 
this year for a permanent street fm- 
provement fund. He also calls atten- 
tion to the importance of keeping our 
sidewalks and streets smooth and even, 
and in good condition, and points to 
Marietta and Whitehall streets as neéd- 
ing repairs on account of the sinking 
of the belgian blocks. He suggests that 
precautions be taken to prevent irregu- 
larity and unevenness when pavements 
are taken up and replaced—a reform

The eastern newspapers, éspecially

Cotton Mills in the South. 

A short time ago The Springfield Re- 
publican endeavored to show that some 
éf the advantages of southern cotton 
mills were only temporary, and that in 
the course ef time our raw material and 
fuel would cost more, while our opera- 
tives would demand higher wages and 
Shorter hours. 

In reply to these predictions The Bos- 
ton Journal of Commerce says that it 
will be many years before the southern 
$tates will be foolish enough to pass 
laws that will be detrimental to their 
manufacturing interests, and it makes 
the following response to the allega- 
tion that our cotton and coal will be as 
high in the south as they are in the 
horth: 

Cotton certainly cannot be raisel in the 
north and will probably always be the lead- 
ing large crop in the south, even in the 
immediate vicinity of cotton mills; which 
fact must necessarily make it cheaper there 
than in the north. Of coal, the south is 
full of mines, but few as yet have been de- 
veloped to any extent, and as steam plants 
increase the demand for coal will also in- 
crease. This will force the opening up of 
many mines which now lie dormant and 
the supply will double and treble before any 
material advance in the price is made. 
The north has no coal mines, and most 
probably coal to any extent will never be 
discovered ‘in New England, hence it will 
aiways be necessary to transport it a long 
distance, either by rail or water, which 
fact means no material reduction in price. 

The Journal of Commerce declares 
that much of the southern help em- 
ployed in cotton mills is as intelligent 
and skilled as that employed in many of 
the northern mills. It is piece work 
largely in- many mills in both sections, 
and the production is about the same 
north and south, as the mill owners 
cannot afford to tolerate slack work. 
Our eontemporary says in conclusion: 

Articles of the kind we are criticising 
have a tendency to deceive people who are 
not familiar with the facts. The truth is 
the south offers splendid advantages fof 
the location of cotton and many other kinds 
of manuafacturing. This truth is 
indisputable, and mills built there 
that are under capable manage- 
ment and on a class of work suita- 
ble for that section, will, for many years, 
show larger earnings than those in the 
north on the same line. Doubters of these 
facts*“ are those who have never investi- 
gated the real advantages of the south for 
this business. 

Such testimony from an outside ex-

Harry Hill's application for pardon hag 
been refused by Gevernor Atkirson. 

A decision was reached ip the case yoster. 
day afterMoon and that decision was wh- 
favorable .to the erstwhile c!tizen of At. 
lanta whose services are now being ren. 
dered to the state through the medium of 
the convict camp of which Mr. Gress is 
lessee. . 

Harry's health is very bad, so he claims: 
so bad that he has been in bed four weeks 
and is in danger of not living to serve out 
his sentence. Jugt how strong a case he 
makes on this line the readers of The Cop- 
Stitution will recall, the letters from the 
physicians who had examined him having 
been printed in full in these colums. But 
however strong he and his friends may have 
thought the showing, Governor Atkinson 
evidently did not think that it was enough 
to. warrant executive interference with the 
decree of the courts. 

So Harry will remain where he is. 

An Interesting Hearing. 

The governor devoted the morning to a 
hearing of the case. So far as argument 
went, it was all one-sided. Nebody ap 
peared to oppose the pardon. The argu 
ments that were made were those of Hon. 
B. H. Hill and Hon. T. W. Rucker in Har. 
ry Hill's behalf. 

The feature of the hearing was, however, 
the letter of Mr. J. H. Porter, which was 
read, 

Mr. Ben Hill opened the case by reading 
the petitions and letters in favor of the 
pardon. In addition to these printed in 
The Constitution. there were personal let- 
ters from Miss Eloise Taylor, Harry’s cous- 
in; R. L. Crowley, of Social Circie; W. 8. 
Godby, of Waynesboro; R. J. Bacon, of 
Baconton: M. P. Carroll, of Augusta; A. 
Paulaine, of Madison; H. P. Moore, of 
Augusta; W. M. Mattox, of Heardmart; 
Crane, J. H. Pettigo, J. E. 
Harper, Wilberforce Daniel, L. J. Dowdy 
and H. H. D’Antignac, of Augusta. All of 
these asked that the pardon be granted. 

The letter from Judge Clark and a similar 
one from Solicitor C.,D. Hill were read. 
Both declined to recommend the pardon, 
taking the ground that they knew nothing 
about his health and this was the sole 
ground upon which pardon was asked. 

Mr. Porter's Letter. 

Then Mr. Hill read the letter from Mr. 
Porter. This presented the other side of 
the case, and read as follows: 


“Atlanta, Ga., January 1, 18%.—His Ex- 

celléncy, Wr Y. Atkinson, Atlanta, Ga. 
CGovernor—Considering my relations to the 
cese, it was quite natural for your excel- 
lency to suppose that lL ght 
pear by courisel or otherwise and make ob- 
jection to the pardon of Hill, and 1 thank 
you for the notification given me and for 
waiting at my request. At the date of that 
request I had not considered what was my 
duty in the premises. After consultation 
ang consideration, 1 am satistied that when 
1 De@ame the presecuter and aided the state 
by the eroployment of additional counsel, 
1 performed ail the duty which as a citizen 
and prosecutor could have been expected of 
ine. 
“The records show as the result of that 
prosecution about one dozen bills of ar 
ment for as many distinct forgeries by Hill, 
a trail upon one of them, and conviction, 
and a declination on his part to seek to 
reverse the court for any ruling, or other- 
wise to complain of the sentence to be pass- 
ed upon him. Judge Clark, who knew all 
the facts and all the surroundings, inflicted 
upon him a mild punishment for that one 
crime of which he had been convicted, and 
1 am informed that the other bills were at 
the time nel prossed. 

“Hill had veen what might well have 
been called a ‘parlor boarder’ in the jail 
of Fulton county from the time of his arrest 
up to the time of his being sent to, the 
penitentiary, avd, if 1 am not misinformed, 
his situation in camp has been much more 
onerous than it was in jail. I have regard- 
ed his present punishment and the manner 
of execution ot the sentence as a doubtful 
compiiance with the punishment of im- 
prisunment and labor in the penitentiary 
prescribed by the statute, but that was a 
matter with which the public authorities 
were concerned and fer which they were 
responsible, and I have not interfered in 
any way therewith. 

“Since his imprisonment Mr. Robinson, 
the man to whom Hill delivered forged let- 
ters in order to have him sell for Hiil forg- 
ed notes, has died, and any attempt to pun- 
ish Hill for the other forgeries, tor which 
he has never been tried, may be affected in- 
juriously—so far as the state is concerned, 
by that detail. , 

“Before passing upon ‘the question of his 
pardon, your excellency will surely read 
carefully the record made in the case in 
which he was tried and convicted. 

“The pest of one of my counsel, Mr. 
Hammond, was printed and published in 
The At'anta Constitution of the 4th of 
February, 1393. From it you will observe 
that Hill’s main reliance was in trying to 
make the jury believe that his written con- 
fession was itself a forgery by one who 
had been his counsel. Your excellency may 
recaH that the other argument made by 
Hill’s counsel to show that he did not write 
the confession, although his own ,relatives 
testified >that his signature thereto was 
genuine, was that it contained certain pe- 
culiar sentences, which were afterwards 
found to have been copied from ‘Tess of 
thé D'Urbervilles,” by Thomas Hardy; and 
it was afterwards found and published in the 
papers of the city that Hill had had and 
nad loaned or given to a iady in Atlanta 
that book. 

“You mdy recall also that when the jury

in the courtroom they discovered thereon 
the imprimt by water mark of ‘Chicago 
Mills’ on the paper on which it was written. 

“But Mr. B. H. Hill informs me that the 
authorship of that and the prisoner’s guilt 
will mot be denied before vou, and, ghere- 
aan this line of thought need mot be pur- 
sued. 

“Ig other words, Harry Hill’s denial of 
the "writing of that letter was simply a4 
base falsehoodsseand the jury so knew, and 
as such gave character to the whole of 
his carefully prepared written statement, 
which statement, not sworn to nor support- 
ed by any fact in the case, Was the only 
denial of his crime. 

“How far my personal! ,.elations to the 
case may influence my feelings about it I 
cannot be aware, but I think that the public 


regarded his punishment under the circum-. 


stances as extremely light. 

“So far as I am advised, no reason is 
given by those who petition for the pardon 
except failing health. Whether his: health 
is failing because of his imprisonment, or 
simply as a consequence of his former life 
and habits, I do not knew, and so far as.I 
am advised none of his friends have under- 
taken to inform your exeellency. So far 
as published, the certificates, in my opinion. 
make Hill. in no. worse health than thou- 
sands of persons in the city of Atlanta who 
are now attending the regular duties of Hfe. 
From your long practice as a lawyer, you 
know how easy it is to find honest and 
contpetent doctors who, when eccasion calls 
for it, will certify to the bad health of 
persons injured by. imprisonment or other- 
wise. It is doubtful 
physicians, prompted by the same desires 
and situation toe aid other pemoners, would 
not find sufficient disease {n most of those 
in the penitentiary to put them on a par 
with Hill in that regard. 

“I am advised that there is no law in 
Georgia which declares that diseased men 
Shall not be punished for crime, and that no 
code of laws recognizes that as a ground 
for pardon, If it be such ground then those 
who have been the most profligate and most 
regardless of the laws of health have a 
chance of immunity from the consequences 
of crime over and above those of other per- 


sons. 
“That sueh considerations have sorme- 
times influenced executives is doubtless 


wish to ap- |

true. 
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Detonged, it seems tome that my full duty 
n the premises was fulfilled, and yet, be- 
cause of your axceHency’s notice to me that 
you thought 1 might wish to be heard, it 
Seems not improper that I should write this 
letter. I do not intend to oppose your ex- 
cellency personally or by counsel. 

It is not needed to remind your excel- 
lency of the seriousness of the unpleasant 
duty which you have to perform. It is 
your high function to execute the law of 
the state, 

“The pardoning power is given only for 
exceptional cases, wherein the execution of 
the law would seem to be contrary to the 
interests of soefety. Of that vou are to be 
the sole judge; but I have heard it suggest- 
ed that @ part of that indisposition to await 
the regular course of the law and of the 
consequent mobs which bring so much 


| trouble on our state, are not only due to the 


law’s delays, but to the fact that thefe is 
mo certainy in Georgia that even when sen- 
tences are passed that they will be executed, 
even to the extent that merciful judges de- 
Sire they shall be executed. 

“Your excellency knows how easy it is for 
persons of wealth and influence te obtain 
Signatures of good men in favor of any 
clemency for any one. Allow mé to suggést 
that, considering those influences in Hill's 
behalf, by far is their weight oyercome by 
the refusal of others to sign, whom you 
know must have been asked. In the very 
nature of things, one respectable man refus- 
ing to sign such a petition is a stronger ar- 
gument than many names attached thereto 
by those who were willing to speak unkind 
words or refuse to do any apparently kind 
act. Your excellency must know by what 
Slight tenure the penitentiary holds a con- 
vict, if the mere request by the jurymen 
who convicted him:for his discharge upon 
grounds about which théy cannot be well 
informed, shall be of any value before the 
executive department. I am far from be- 
lieving that the recommendation either of 
judges or jurors should be regarded by the 
exécutive in such matters, but if so,. the 
published refusal of Judge Clark, a man 
of noted kind feelings and clemency, should 
weigh heavily with your excellency in con- 
sidering this case. 

“Doubting not that you will meet tnis un- 
peasant issue as an executive should, and 
hoping that no false sense of Kindness or 
other considerations except simply to see 
that the laws are executed, shall influence 
your excellency, I have the honor to sub- 
scribe myself your obedient servant, 

“J. H. PORTER.” 
Mr. Hill Takes Exception. 


Mr. Hill objected to the clause in Mr. 
Porter’s letter in which it was said that the 
merits of the decision would not be denied. 

“I did not say that,’’ said the attorney 
“I did say the authorship. of that Echoly 
letter would not be denied, but did not say 
that the merits of the verdict would not 
be denied. We had, however, no intention 
whatever of going into the merits of the 
case and would not do so, but for that 
letter.’’ 

Then Mr. Hill went on to explain how & 
was that there was no appeal. He told of 
the arrangement by which the sentence was 
reduced from seven years to five, all the 
other indictments were nol prossed . and 
Hill’s attorneys gave up nine letters which 
they had in their possession. He claimed 
that there was a solemn consent that the 
matter would not again be reopened and 
it was in pursuance of this that they had 
not expected to go into the merits of the 
case, 

In view, however, of the Porter letter, Mr. 
Hill took up the history of the case, giving 
it in detail. 

Mr. Rucker also made a short statement. 
They dweit particularly upon the letter of 
Dr. Jarnizan, who had visited the camp 
and whe found symptoms of incipient can- 
sumption in Hill. Mr. Wellborn Hill stated 
that some of Harry’s rélatives had died 
from that disease. 

Dr. Jarnigan Sent For: 

During the progress of the. hearing 
the governor asked a number of questions 
which showed that hhe was extremely doubt- 
ful as to the gravity of Hill’s physical 
troubles—doubtful whether they were the 
result of his penitentiary life and whether 
it was necessary to release him in order to 
improve his health or save his life. 

Dr. Jarnigan was sent for and in the 
afternoon talked with the governor. Their 
conferenc: was not a long one. 

The Order of Refusal. 

Shortly after the doctor had gone the 
governor had Secretary Johnson draw this 
formal order: : 

“State of Georgia, Executive Office, 
lanta, Jamuary 7, 1895—No. 4. In Re. 
plication of Harry Hill for Pardon: 

“It appearing that the above stated ap- 
plication and the petitions therewith are 
based on the alleged bad heakh of the 
said Harry Hill; 

‘‘And it further appearing that the proofs 
submitted io not sustain the allegations of 
ill health so as to justify the exercise of 


executive clemency. 
“It is ordered that the said application 
be refused.

LAKEWOOD THE NEW RESORT. 


That Is What the Old Waterworks 
Place Is to Be Called. 

Surveyors will be put in the field tomor- 
row or next day by the Atlanta Electric 
Company to make the preliminary surveys 
for the new roed that is to run to Lake- 
wood (the old waterworks) on. the south 
and the exposition on the rorth. The first 
of the several routes to be surveyed will be 
the one called the. “Grant park” route. 
This line will leave the center of the city 
at the union depot and proceed east via 
Woodward avenue to South Boulevard and 
thence to Grant park and Fort Walker. 
The extension of South Boulevard has al- 
ready been agreed to and it’ is thought 
that the county commissioners will at once 
have the same opened to the waterworks, 
or, as it is now called, Lakewood park. 
This route is a Httle longer than any other 
that is being considered, but the fact that 
cars over this route will connect Grant 
park and Lakewood makes it quite a formid- 
able competitor with the more direct routes 
that are now being considered.

There will be a little or no surveying over 
the Pryor street route, as already the grad- 
ing on this street reaches near the city’s 
property. The two routes on the western 
side of the lake will be surveyed last.

The Government Building to Be Increased 
ip Size One-Third. 


THE BUILDING TO BE MADE SQUARE 


Plans for Fire and Police Departments at 
the Exposition Grounds— Expo- 
sition News. 


The government building at the Atlanta 


j,¢xposition is to be made one-third larger 


than was originally planned. 

Chief of Gonstruction Wilkins received 
notification from the supervising architect 
yesterday morning that this important 
ehange had been decided upon and he was 
asked to suggest the best method of mak- 
ing the proposed enlargement without 
having new plans prepared. He was asked 
to give his opinion as to the feasibility of 
lengthening the building eighty feet and 
retaining the original dimensions in other 
parts. Another “proposition was to add 
forty feet to the length and put on a 
seventy-foot anmmex. Mr. Wilkins will send 
@ report. to the officials this .morning in 
which he will probably recommend that 
the whole building be widened until it is 
made square. 

The enlargement of the building does not 
mean any additional appropriation, thé 
original appropriation covering the entire 
expense of construction. As is very well 
known something over $10,000 was set apart 
for the erection of a government building, 
conforming to certain plans drawn § by 
the government architect at Washington. 
Bids for the construction of the building, 
according to the accepted designs, were ad- 
vertised for in the papers of the principal 
cities of the country. 

Last week the bids were opened in the 
treasury department at Washington and it 
was found that the bids ranged from $56,000 
to $27,000. The lowest bid was by Mr. W. 
W. McAfee, of Atlanta, and it was gen- 
erally conceded that the contract would be 
awarded to him. The decision of the 
treasury officials has been looked for daily 
and it was regarded as a foregone conclu- 
sion that Mr.. McAfee would get the con. 
tract. 

Instead of the announcement that the 
awar@® had been made, Bews came from 
Washington yesterday that the government 
authorities had decided to increase the 
size of the building, so that it would con- 
sume the entire appropriation. This means 
an increase of one-third in size. The same 
plan will be used. and the exterior ap- 
pearance of the building will be exacfly 
the seme as if it had been built the size 
originally intended, except it will be on a 
more ample scale. 

This, of course, means that it will be 
some time before it will be definitely. de- 
cided who gets the contract. Mr. McAfee 
being the lowest bidder the authorities may 
figure on the increase on the basis of his 
first bid and give him the contract; or it 
may be that bids will be advertised for 
anew. Nothing is known of the purpose of 
the authorities in this respect. 

The report which Chief of Construction 
Wilkins will send will bé an expert’s opin- 


proposed enlargement in size. 
Fire and Police. 

The fire and police headquarters at the 
exposition ‘will be loeated partly on the 
site not occupied by the grand stand. The 
entrance to the fire headquarters will be 
the same as the present rear entrance to 
the grand stand, coming from the main 
gateway. It will be on a level with the 
ground. “The police headquarters will be 
just underneath the fire headquarters in 
the same building, but the entrance will be 
from the east and twelve feet lower than 
that of the home of the firemen. This ar- 
rangement corresponds with the grade as it 
is at present. A building amply large to 
house both departments has been planned 
by Chief of Construction Wilkins, the plans 
of which will be made public in about a 
month.

Impressive Ceremonies Characterize 
the Change of Officials. 


THE NEW MAYOR BEGINS AUSPICIOUSLY 


The Old Council Dissolves and the a 
One Organises— Alderman Broyles | 
Elected Mayor Protem. 


Hon. Porter King stepped frem the paths 
ef private life into the highways of public 
life last night and this morning when he 
comes from his home he wild be greeted as 
mayor of Atlanta. ’ 

Hen. John B. Goodwin, who has been a 
public citizen Avring the past two years, is

now back in private life and last night join- 
ed the large array of Atlanta’s ex-mayors. 

The change of administration took place 
last night in the presence of one of the 
largest crowds that has ever assembled in 
Atlanta’s council chamber. It was a crowd 
composed of the most representative citi- 
zens and in it were quite a number of gen- 
tlemen who have served the city in the 
common council and the board of aldermen. 

There were business men there who are 
among the heaviest taxpayers the city has 
and who take the deepest interest in the 
affairs of the city government. 

But one of the most striking features: of 
the attendance was the presence at one 
time of five ex-mayors of the city. 

During the afiernoon and evening the 
general council of 1894 and that of 189 both 
met. The former body met in the afternoon 
for the purpose of disposing of the buginess 
of the year just passed at the usual after- 
noon hour, 3 o’clock, and then again in the 
evening to listen to the valedictory of May- 
er Goodwin and to finally dissolve. Then 
after the dissolution of the body of 1894 the 
mayor-elect, Mr. King, qualified, the mem- 
bers-elect of the council were swoim in, 
Mayor King delivered his inaugural address 
and the body of 1895 organized and got 
down to hard work right in the presence of 
the gentlemen who nad just retired, from of. 
rice. 

The events of the evening were quite in- 
teresting and entertained many Atlantians. 

It was 7:30 o’clock in the evening, that 

hour having been fixed by the council dur- 
ing the meeting in the afternoon, when 
Mayor Pro Tem. Broyles called the body to 
order. Every one of the old council was 
present except Mr. Boyd, one of the retir- 
ing aldermen, who is out of the city, and 
ir. Stephens, the other member of the al. 
dermanic board who went out. All of the 
members-elect were present, as were also 
Mayor Goodwin and his to be successor, 
Mr. King. Mayor Pre Tem. Broyles ealled 
the body to order, and said: 

“Let ali of the members-elect, both al- 
dermen and councilmen, come within the 
circle, please.’’ : 

Instantiy the new members began rising 
from various portions of the room and 
walked within the horseshoe pend, taking 
seats provided for them. Glancing over the 
room, aS though in search of some one, 
ihe mayor pro tem. remarked: 

“And the mayor-elect, too. Where ‘is he?” 

Just at that moment Mayor Pro Tem. 
Broyles’s eyes fell upon the mayor-elect, 
and asking him forward gaw that he was 
made comfortable in an easy chair. The 
mayor pro tem. asked if there was any- 
thing on the clerk’s desk, and the last pa- 
per of approval by Mayor Goodwin wager 
taken up. It was 2 paper touching and 
approving the matters which were before 
the session of the general council during 
ithe afternoon. It was read and then Clerk 
Woodward remarked: | 

“Your honor, that’s ail.”’ 

“The retiring mayor,” said Mayor Pro 
Tem. Broyles, rising and vacating the 
chair, “‘will now deliver his vakedictory.’’ 

Mayor Goodwin ascended the stand and 
advancing to the same spot mpon which 
he delivered his inaugural two years be- 
fore, opened a large bundle of manuscript. 
Then glancing over the house he delivered 
a complete history of the city administra- 
jon during the last two years. The paper 
was fuli of interesting facts, and was one 
of those comprehensive documents Mayor 
Goodwin can prepare. Frequently during 
the address the mayor was roundly gp- 
plauded. 

Mayor Goodwin’s Faréwell. 

“Gentlemen of the General. CouncilIt 
now becomes my duty to review generally 
the municipal work of the city for the 
vear 1834, and ‘inasmuch as the, terms of 
service of the mayor,- two aldermen and 
six councilmen expire with this meeting, to 
make reference also to the work of 1893, 
and thus to coverina measure the munic- 

‘jpal work of the clesing mayoralty ad- 
ministration.

This shrinkage and reduction were such 
as to reduce the receipts from property tax 
$24,000 below the careful, conservative esti- 
mate made early in the year, and was the 
occasion of much inconvenience to the city 
government. The committee on tax and 
the assessors and receivers were capable 
and attentive, but the conditions wefe such 
that reductions could not be prevented. 

“The funds required to be on hand at 
the end of the year 1894 aggregated $248,- 
— the items for the same being as fol- 
Ows: 

“General sinking fund required by char- 
ter, $175,000. 

“Sinking fund for water bonds, $12,000. 

“Balance due on Forsyth street bridge~ 
held up by reason of some litigation be 
tween property owners and the bridge 
company, and to which the city had been 
made a party, $8,075.45. 

‘Set apart for widening Edgewood are. 
nue, now pending on appeal in the superior 
court, $6,200. 

“An outstanding bond due January 1, 
1895, $1,000. 

“Proceeds of the sale of forty-six bonds 
of $1,000 each for redemption of maturing 
bonds, $46,460. 

“In addition to these several amounts 
there was a cash surplus of $8,227.92, and 
solvent real estate fi. fas. for 1884 ta» 
about $3,500. 

“But, as against this cash surplus, ard 
against these real estate fi. fas. it is fair 
to state that bills lapping over from 1894, 
from the fire department and two or three 
other departments, would aggregate about 
as much as these items. Besides the real 
estate fi. fas. mentioned we carry over 
some other fi. fas and also $3,909.95 solvent 
bills in collector’s office and $36,588 of 
marshal’s deeds in clerk’s office for prop- 
erty bought by the city at tax sales.”’ 

The mayor spoke at some length of the 
issuance of waterworks bonds, the building 
of the system and the financial difficulties 
that attended the work, closing by saying: 

“The new works and system are first- 
class in all respects and worth twice or 
three times the cost of procuring them. 

“The taxable values of property in the 
city, as assessed and returned, aggregate 
for 1894, of realty and personalty, $53,878,- 
$45, the real estate being on an assessmen ¢ 
of about 62% per cent ofits real valye. 
The assets of the cit¥, consisting of real 
and personal property cavned by the city, 
and including new ang old waterworks 
property, plants and lands, sanitary 
grounds, stables, live Stock, etc., stockade 
lands, live stock, etc., school buildings, 
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grou’sis, etc., five department buildings, : 
Zroinds, apparatus, etc., police station, 
hoyse and lot, etc., Grady hospital, build- 
ing and lot, L. P. Grant park, etc., ag- 
fgregate in value $6,831,000 and are shown 
in full in the comptroller’s report. The 
bonded debt of the city, December 31, 1894, 
was only $2,961,000. The limit of municipal 
indebtedness allowed by the constitution 
of Georgia being 7 per cent of tax value 
would entitle Atlanta to a bonded debt of 
$3,771,460 or $810,460 in addition to the pres- 
ent bonded debt. 

“Of course it is not desirable that the 
maximum limit should be reached, or that 
any increase of the debt should be made, 
unless to a sma extent only, and for 
that which will be in the nature of assets 
or permanent work or investment for the 
city. If sewer end Street paving work 
is to be done as there may be necessity 
and demand ‘for it, and in view of the fact 
that, during a three years’ period of 1894, 
1895 and 189%, $75,000 will have been drawn 
from the regular annual income to proper- 
ly discharge obligations to the exposition, 
and as dbout $33,000 more may be needed 
to complete the Boys’ High school, if that 
work is decided upon, there should be no 
objection urged if an issue of bonds to the 
amc~int of these two items, or say -even 
up to $125,000 or $150,000 should be desirable 
©: preferred, the proceeds to be used in 
paving for the Boys’ High school building, 
extending water mains and sewers and in 
rebuilding Broad street bridge and in build. 
ing Alabama street bridge, all being im- 
portant to the public interest. Should this 
be determined upon I believe the people of 
the city would, with their characteristic 
publie spirit and enterprise, sustain and 
Yaver it. An issue of even this small sum 
would produce. splendid results for the 
great future of the city and avoid crip- 
pling any of fhe departments. These obser- 
vations I make for such consideration as 
may be givén them, and I cannot, [ hope, 
be regarded as extravagant in my views 
as to the city expenditures; and none could 
favor move strongly than I do the main- 
tenance of the high financial credit ef the 
city, aad keeping. within absolutely safe 
and comservative limits the city debt. 

“In 1893 and 1894 nine miles of street 
pavirg. including Pryor street brick paving 
and the northern section of Peachtree 
street asphalt, have been laid at @ cost of 
$332,583. Thirty-five miles of stone curbing 
angi brick sidewalk have been laid at 4 
cyst of $119,670. Nine miles of sewers have 
teen built at a cost of $108,611. Eighteen 
miles of water pipe laid.(this under the 
direction of the water department) at a 
cost of $39,901. Expended by the water- 
works department in 1893 and 1894 in com- 
pleting the new waterworks, including oy 
duplicate engines, at a cost of $263,779. Ad 
to the above items the cost of the new 
grammar schools and lots and fire engine 
lots and buildings and expenditures on 
Boys’ High school lot and foundations, 
amounting altogether to ‘$70,000, and we 
have a total investment in permanent im- 
provements during these two years aggre- 
gating, for street paving, sidewalks and 
curbing (not including grading), sewers, 
water pipe, completion of new waterworks, 
schools and engine houses, of $929,565. 

“Of this sum the property owners pay 
for sidewalk and curbing, an assessment 
on sewers, and property owners and street 
railroads together pay over two-thirds of 
street paving; and, therefore, of the above 
ageregate sum property owners and street 
raulroads have paid, approximately, $372,253 
aml the city from its treasury $557,312. — 

“In addition to a large extent of splendid 
granite paving it will be observed that 
Peachtree street. is now paved; from Ellis 
street to the city Imits, with asphalt, and 
hat the brick paving on South Pryor street, 
from Mitchell stréet to Georgia avenue, is 
nearing completion; also that while no city 
of its size has more or ‘brick 
paved sidewalks than Atlanta,

Great progress in the work of 
preparation has been made, and it promises 
to be the greatest exposition ever held in 
America, excepting only the world’s Colum- 
bian exposition, at Chicago. Simce this 
movement has g0t well under way the 
whole country is looking to Atlanta, and 
many are the written inquiries, through the 
mayor's office and of citizens, with the 
view of establishing business or manufac- 
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fire department in a highly complimentarye , 
water | 


manner, of the excellency of the 
supply and the administration of that de- 
partment. 

Spealdng of the health department, 
said: 

“Tne death rates of 1893 and 184 were 
re‘gpectively, for 18938, 21.72, and, for 1894, 
16.38 per thousand inhabitants, but this 
includes the larger mortality among the 
colored people. But taking the white peo- 
Ple alone, the mortality for each of said 
years has been respectively: For 1895, 14.42 
per 1,000, and for 1894, 11.50 per 1,000, the 
calculations being on a population of 88,000 
in 1898 and of 100,000 in 1894. This is an ad- 
mirable health record and includes in the 
mortality list not only the deaths from 
disease but also those from violence, still- 
births, etc.’’ 

The Waterworks Property. 

“The old waterworks property has been 
leased to a company, which will make a 
first-class resort out of it, and add greatly 
to the value of that property by giving it 
street railroad connections. If all of this 
land, except<¢he iake and a eufficiteny space 
around it, should be sold off to desirable 
purchasers, with the view of making it a 


he 


. resident park,’ it would become in time a 


source of great financial help and income 
to the city 

“To keep up the entire tract as a public 
park, as was at one time contemplated, 
would incur more expense, and, of course, 
produce no income; but on the plan sug- 
gested, abour the only expense requisite 
would be the opening of streets through it. 

“The present plan of disbursing the ap- 
propriation for the destitute of the city is 
better than any which has heretofore been 
attempted, and is attended with such sys- 
tem and care as to accomplish the bes; re- 
sults and ascertain the worthy objects of 
the benevolence of the city and people.”’ 

Here the mayor spoke of the good work 
of the law department and of the police 
department during the year, speaking high- 
ly of both. 

As to the Bridge. 

“In 1891 the city obtained from the state, 
with the co-operation of the lessees of the 
Western and Atlantic railroad, the rign; to 
through certain 
property of the state of Georgia, and re- 
eently it was found necessary to obtain 
some further concessions from the state, 
and this was granted at the last session of 
the generdl assembly, and it now appears 
that the right-of-way is clear for the ex- 
tension whenever the city government has 
the means to make it. This extension is 
of great public importance, and would place 
thousands of people in the western section 
of the city in more direct communication 
with the center of the city, and shorten 
the distance from that section to the cen- 
ter. The work has such claims as would 
seem to make it only a question of time 
as to when it can be accompfished, for a 

rogressive city like Atlanta cannot much 
onger allow one of its great communities 
cut off from connection with the center as 
is now the case. 

Atlanta on Manufacturing. 

“The work of the committee on manufac- 
tures, statistics, etc., becomes more im- 
portant as the city grows. While it was 
organized largely with reference to looking

Thanks were retutmed to each member of 
council, and the mayor closed as follows: 

“Conscious that, with you, I have done 
the best 1 could der existing conditions, 
and with gratitude that, through such a 
long night of financial stringency, the pres- 
tige and credit_of the city have been sus- 
tained uhimpaifred, I come to the close of 
my term 4s mayor; and with the knowledge 
that I have a successor in the person of 
Hon. Porter King worthy of Atlanta, it 
is with pleasure that I yield the chair to 
him, with the assurance tha;y I wish for 
him, with the administration the greatest 
measure of success.”’

Mayor King’s Message. 


“Atlanta, Ga., January 7.—To the Members 
of the General Council of the City of At- 
lanta: At the outset of the incoming ad- 
ministration I shail call your attention to 
such matters as I consider of the greatest 
importance at the present time. We have 
had bequeathed to us a valuable legacy in 
the good name that has been made for our 
city by those who have preceded us, and I 
am sure it will be the purpose eof both 
you and myself to add to her prestige and 
her growth, and to see to it that no back- 
ward step is taken during the time we 
are executing the sacred trust that has been 
reposed in us. 

Finances. 

“Nothing can be more important than the 
finances of the city, and no small re- 
sponsibility attacdhes to the duty of raising 
and expending between a million and a half 
and two millions of the people’s money. 
We have, during the last two years, been 
passing through the deep water of general 
financial depression, existing over the en- 
tire country, and though Atlanta has held 
her own as well, or better, than any city 
that 1 know of, it is still true that she has 
not been entirely free from the effects of 
the wide-spread general financial distress. 
Tnere has been no retrograde movement and 
there has been some advance, but not that 
rapid growth and general building up all 
along the lines which wouid have followed 
upon the well directed energies of our 
thrifty and intelligent citizens if the general 
condition of the country had not, been so 
unfavorable. 

“At all times the amounts collected for 
taxes seem to bear heavily upon the people, 
and particularly in this true when, with 
many, it is difficult to earn a support for 
themselves and families, and indulgence in 
luxuries is whol?y foregorfe. If our adminis- 
tration of the city’s affairs van be marked 
by a reduction of taxation, so as to decrease 
the burdens in this direction, it will be 
the grandest monument that could be erect- 
ed, and I earnestly hope that we will work 
for the accomplishment of this purpose. 

“It is proper that the city’s financial af- 
fairs should be conducted upon the same 
sound principles that an individual, a firm 
or a private corporation would employ in 
carrying on their own business, not losing 
sight, owever, of the fact that neither 
can afford to be niggardly nor mean, and 
thereby subject themselves to a just criti- 
cism for lack of enterprise and progress. 
In such times as the present all unhecessary 
expenses Of every kind are cut off in the 
conduct of private affairs, and the sang 
rule should prevail in carrying on the gom 
ernment. If any department is spending 
an unnecessary dollar, let the same be 
carefully looked for ang when féund let the 
expenditure cease. I know from my own 
experience in the council that each com- 
mittee and board, and especially the chair- 
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man, desire a good en made of the 
work entrusted to them, and they also dr- 
Sire the appropriations for that work as 
large as possible. Indeed, they not only 
wish for large appropriations, but they exert 
themselves to accomplish that end. As 
mayor, I feel the responsibility, under the 
excellent charter of the city, that is placed 
upon me by being ex officio a member of 
several committees and boards. I entertain 
no special favoritism to any, and ask you 
to join me in an honest effort to see, not 
how much money each can spend, but how 
little each can use, consistently with its 
present state of efficiency and also con- 
sistently with that progress and growth 
which is expected, and properly expected, 
of a city with the name and fame of At- 
lanta. By adhering to this policy the 
proper committees for raising the revenues 
necessary to carry on the city government, 
and for apportioning and directing the ex- 
penditures thereof, can, I believe, so adjust 
our taxes, licenses and assessments as to 
place no unnecesary burden on any home- 
owner, business man or investor now here, 
or who may come among us to receive the 
Welcome that awaits any one that is 
worthy and deserving. 

“Our city charter provides that the an- 
nual expenses of the city shall be so re- 
stricted as not to exceed the annual in- 
come of the city after paying interest in her 
bonds and floating debt, that a sur- 
plus or sinking fund of $175,000 shall be turn- 
ed over intact and in cash, by the mayor 
and general council of each year tothe suc- 
ceeding mayor and general council of the 
next year, continuously; and it is also duly 
elected by ordinan¢e that it shall be unlaw- 
ful for any board, officer or department of 
said city to vote or expend or incur Habil- 
ity or obligation for any amount in excess 
of the annual appropriation made by the 
mayor and general council to or for such 
board, officer or department for any year. 
I especially direct your attention to these 
provisions, for the demand will be very 
great for increased expenditures in eveBRy 
direction during the present year, but it 
will be none the less miy duty to see that 
ipey are rigidly enforced and that the re- 
,uired ‘sinking fund of $175,000 shall be in- 
tact in the city treasury on the Ist day of 
January, 18% 

“It is proper to advert to some of the ex- 
tra financial obligations, besides interest 
and bonds maturing, that have been placed 
upon us for the incoming year, so that too 
much may not be expected in the way of 
permanent improvements, that large appro- 
priations may not be asked for and that 
disappointment will not follow if the usual 
appropriations are reduced. 


Waterworks. 


A debt of over $60,000, representing the 
balance of the purchase price of the en- 
gines for the new water works, matures 
during the current year. This amount we 
Must pay and the city’s money could not 
have been better expended than in the 
building of the magnificent system of wa- 
ter works which she now has. Nothing 
contributes more certainly and largely to 
the health of the people than an abundant 
supply of good and pure water, and. this, 
with the protection from fire and ability 
to supply water at reasonable rates for 
manufacturing purposes, justifies the heavy 
outlay that has been made in completing 
and perfect hg the new waterworks. In 
my judgment, the thanks of the people 
are due to the wise and conservative man- 
agement of those who Studied out the solu- 
tion thaf has been adopted of this problem, 
and I feel that with the two puniping sta- 
tions, out at the river and the other at the 
reservoir near tne edge of the city, 
where there is kept constantly in 
store from one hundred and sixty-five to 
one hundred and eighty millions of gallons 
of water, it is almost beyond the range of 
possibility for anything to occur that can 
endanger a Constant and ampie supply of 

ure, clear water. I that, mains may 

» extended, and pipes laid, over the city 
where needed, and that all of our citizens 
may have the benefit of abundant and 
wholesome water. It is particularly désira- 
ble that water pipes should be laid in such 
portions of the city as are thickly inhabited, 
so that there may no longer be any neces- 
sity for drinking water from wells that 
have become contaminated, thereby endan-

Cotton States and International Ex- 
position. 

“And this brings me to speak more at 
length of the Cotton States and Interna- 
tional exposition, which is to be held in this 
city in the fall and winter of the present 
year, commencing on the th day of Sep- 
tember, and extending through the month 
of December. As you know, the city has 
agreed to pay to the exposition company 
$75,000 towards the improvement of property 
leased by the city for park purposes, $25,000 
having been paid last year, $36,000 being 
payable this year and the remaining $15,'") 
to be paid next year. In my opinion, this 
exposition will prove a blessing to this ciiy 
and state, and to the whole southern coun- 
try. Starting with a subscription of $1:9,- 
000 by the citizens of Atlanta, the city 
government encouraging the enterprise with 
an additional $75,000, the United States gov- 
ernment then following with the encour- 
agement of its approval and sanction, and 
by appropriating $200,000 for a building and 
exhibit, and the state of Georgia also mak- 
ing her appropriation of about $20,000, and 
lending the collection in her agricultural 
and geological departments, the exposition 
was widened and broadened until it has as 
sumed a national character, and it is dif- 
fizult to say where its influence will not 
reach, or we predict what will be the 
material growth and prosperity that ‘will 
follow in its wake... Many of Atlanta’s sub- 
stantial citizens, in addition to having con- 
tributed liberaHy, are giving a large part 
of their time and wisdom to the promotion 
of the exposition, receiving therefor only 
the benefit of the general improvement, 
which we all expect, to result from it; and 
our women, too, have interested themselves 
in behalf of it, and are working with a will 
to make their department a success. It is 
proper that the city government should 
aid, encourage and foster this undertaking 
in every way that it consistently can, and 
we must pay, as speedily as possible, the 
$35.000 premised to be paid this year. 
addition, I recommend that we furnish fur- 
ther assistance in the way of necessary 
policemen and firemen to guard and protect 
the grounds and buildings during the ex- 
position. All of which, though cheerfully 
done, will help to deplete our treasury, and 
sounds another note of warning that care 
must be exercised in the outlay that we 
promise to make. 

Schools. 

“The board of education, having in charge¢ 
the public school system of the city, hz 
given us a splendid system of schools, and 
it is the pride and boast of Atlanta that 
all her children are invited, free of cost, 
to atteng as good schools as there are in 
the land. Such board has, I understand, 
made a contract for the erection of the 
Boys’ High school Duilding this year, at a 
cost of $85,700, the same being conditioned 
for its validity, though, upon a sufficient 
appropriation being made to enable it to 


_ pay said sum. This amount covers only 


the cost of erecting the building, and does 
not include heating or furnishing. The 
heaters are to cost $4,000, and the furnish- 
ing.mill probably, amount, to semeral thou- 
sand more. As said contract would call for 
an expenditure in excess of the appro- 
priation to that artment iast year, it is 
of course not binding unless adopted by 
the present mayor and general council, or 
unless a sufficient apprepriation can be 
made this year to the board of education to 
enable it to pay said sums. The plan and 
intention of our charter and ordinances con- 
template that with the close of each year, 
the necessity shall cease for providing 
means to meet any obligations assumed 
by any department, unless it has been ex- 
pressly provided to the contrary, and ob- 
servance of these provisions is necessary to 
enable each succeeding council properly to 
carry on the city government. It would be 
illegal to provide for the payment of part 
of this amount this year, and contract for 
the balance to be paid in succeeding years. 
So, we must determine, in the light of all 
the facts, and in justice to the other neces- 
sary branches of the city government, un- 
trammeled in any way, as said contract 
proposes itself to leave us, what is the 
wisest and best course to pursue concern- 
ing this building. 
Streets, 

“In the department of streets, I hope a 
considerable saving can be made. [I believe 
that there is no pressing necessity for the 
spending of large sums in heavy grading for 
the opening of new streets, nor in the lay- 
ing of curbing or sidewalks, as in most 
directions streets have been opened and 
worked out where they are much needed, 
and curbing and sidewalks have generally 
followed. This work should not be discon- 
tinued, however, and where there is 4a 
proper demand for any new street, or for 

rbing and sidewalks, the same should not 
be refused. 

“Neither do I believe that any considera- 
ble amount of permanent paving of streets, 
with granite blocks, rubble, brick or other 
material, will be required this year. We 
now have 180 miles of sidewalks and curb- 
ing, having cost over half a million, and 
also fifty-nine miles of paved streets, repre- 
senting an outlay of over a million and a 
half. This covers the work on sidewalks, 
and permanent street work since 188), 2 
record having been preserved since that 
time. And of the amount stated, there was 
expended for sidewalks and curbing during 
834, the sum of $31,000, and for permanent 
street improvements, $104,000, the amount 
expended for permanent street improve- 
ments reached its maxium, $295,000, and for 
the last five years the average has been over 
$190,000 per year. The many miles of paved 
streets has contributed largely ;o the growth 
and progress of the city, but I believe those 
in the center of the city. the main thor- 
oughfares, and Other streets where resi- 
dence or travel would most require it, have 
in a large measure been paved. 1 there- 
fore recommend that a reductoin be made 
in the appropriation this year for the per- 
manent street improvement fund. If, how- 
ever, there is any important generally- 
traveled street, such as the block of Auburn 
avenue from Peachtree street to Nortb 
Pryor street, which connects with other 
paved streets, and which because of iis 
central location, or because of other neces- 
sity therefor, requires paving, the same 
should be done. 

“I call attention to the par: of the block 
of Auburn avenue, above referred to, being 
the strip of land on the north side of Au- 
burn avenue at its junction with Peachtree 
street, which was condemned by the city 
to widen the street. because the same is in

“There are certain bridges which i think 
should recéive your attention, notably the |

“The Alabama street bridge is a much- 
needed improvement. There is a large sec- 
tion of the city, between Marietta and 
Whitehall streets, in the first and ffth 
wards, which is accessible to the center of 
the city only by the circuitous routes of 
crossing the Magnolia street bridge, or 
crossing the grade on West Mitchell street, 
and the residents and the property owners 
in that portion of the city are entitled to 
some more direct way of communication 
with the business part of the city. 

“Several plans have been suggested for 
the opening up, by direct communication, 
of the territory referred to, but it was 
finally determined by the engineering de- 
partment that the most feasible plan for 
immediate execution was the extension of 
Alabama street west by means of a bridge 
Over the tracks of the Central railroad, 
and tunneling under the track of the old 
Monroe railroad to Rhodes street, where 
the same passes under the East Tennes- 
see, Virginia and Georgia railroad. Steps 
have already been taken by the city au- 
thorities looking to the erection of a bridge 
along this route, by the payment of $2,500 
to the state for the privilege of crossing 
what is known as the Western and Atlan- 
tic railroad property, and also by the con- 
demnation of other property along the route 
thereof. And an act has recently deen 
passed by the legislature for further en- 
couragement on said Western and Atlantic 
railroad property, for this same pur ° 
The cost of this improvement, as am 
advised by the city engineer, will be from 


| $75,000 to $100,000, exclusive of such sum, if 


any, as may have to be paid the Central 
railroad for building over its tracks, or 
tunneling under the old Monroe railroad, 
which latter is owned or controlled by the 
Central railroad. 

“If it is possible to raise the money to 
make such payment as may be required this 
year, in order to have work started on 
this bridge, | recommend such appropria- 
tion, and, I believe that $25,000 would be a 
proper amoung I should state that the 
necessary charter amendments have been 
secured to pay for this improvement in 
successive years, by an act of the legisla- 
ture providing that the same could be paid 
partly out of the income of the city for the 
year 1894, and the balance from the income 
of said city for the years 1895, 1896 and 1897,

“This does not cut off the buildi f the 
bridge to ‘or near: th 
street crosses Elliott street, 
hereafter be deemed wise. To build 
that point requires bridging over the tracks 
of the Central railroad, as is contemplated 
in going to Rhodes street, and afterwards 
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the arm or branch can be built from there 
to or near the intersection of Elliott an@ 
Hunter streets, if deemed expedient. The 
first plan, besides being considerably cheap- 
er, enables the city to get the benefit of the 
expenditures already made for the right of 
way. The practical way then to proceed is, 
first, to get the necessary consent from the 
Central railroad to bridg§ over its tracks, 
and to tunnel under the old Monroe rail- 
road, and then, after obtaining proper plans 
and specifications, to proceed with adver- 
tisements for bids for the work. I, there- 
fore, recommend that the Central railroad 
authorities be at once conferred with, and 
the necessary permission be obtained to do 
the work, with the purpose and intention of 
going right on with the building of the 
bridge, and completing it this year, if it fs 
found to be possible to raise the money 
necessary to make a payment of $25,000 and 
satisfactory arrangements can be'made as 
to deferred payments. It would be well 
to consider of the advisability of extending 
Alabama street on towards the city limits, 
after crossing Rhodes street, as thereby @ 
large portion of the territory referred to 
would be more completely opened up if 
such extension ig found practicable.

This mat- 
ter is one of such grave importance that I 
recommend the utmost care, and the full- 
eat investigation before a conclusion i» 
reached, as we cannot afford to make any 


of lighting the city during: the darkness of 
night is to be dealt with. 
Police. 

“4 most important department is that of 
police, and it will be particularly so dur- 
ing the exposition. Under this department 
falls the regulation of the liquor traffic as 
well as the protection of life and property, 
and the prosecution of criminals by the vi- 
gilence of the officers and men selected 
for the purpose. In the main, I beleve the 
liquor traffic had best remain un 
regulations that now control it, and I 
dislike to see any material change in the 
same. e views of men differ widely ag 
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te the evils of this traffic, and in my opin- | 


ion, as long as the laws regulating the sub- 
ject are enforced as they have becn under 
the direction of this department in Atlanta, 
the matter is in as good a practical shape 
@s it is possible to piace it. During our 
exposition we do not wish or intend that 
toughs, bummers, peripatetic gamblers or 
any of that kind shall take control of af- 
fairs, nor receive any mercy at the hands 
of the police department; neither must we 
expect that all of the people visiting here 
then are as strict in their views on temper- 
ance as some would. wish to be the 
case. | believe the police department should 
exercise a wise discretion in these matters, 
and that nothing should be permitted that 
tends to immorality or disorder, and when 
people are here of more liberal views on 
the temperance question than some of our 
citizens entertain, we should not interfere 
with, or attempt to restrain them, further 
than may be necessary for the maintehance 
of good order, and to prevent tig dis- 
turbance of those who have the equafright 
to contrary views.

To construct a sewer along and in Elliott 
anil Mitchell streets. from Rhodes to Man- 
gum street; cost $18,000, To construct a 
sewer from Chapel street along and in Tat- 
nall street and Nelson street to Walker: 
cost $880. A sewer from West Hunter to 
Larkin street, through private property; 
cost $10,250. A sewer along in Haynes 
street from Mitchell to Foundry; cost $2,134.

The General Council of ‘94 Holds Its 
Last Meeting. 

The general council of '$4 holds its last 
meeting for the transaction of business. 

The last business meeting of the general 
council of 94 was called to order at 3 o’clock 
by Mayor Pro Tem. Broyles. 

Mr. Boyd, of the board of aldermen, was 
the only absentee. 

There was no new business brought be- 
fore the body and the committees handed 
in their reports on matters which had been 
disposed of. Then the standing committees 
and the officers and boards sent in reports 
covering the operations during the’ past 
year. These were all ordered filed and will 
be printed in book form. 

Here are the reports: 

The Bridge Committee. 

The annual report of the bridge com- 
mittee, Mr. Harralson, chairman, was a 
comprehensive paper and besides recount- 
ing what had been done during the year, 
recommended the bufl@ing of new bridges 
during the present yeary The report showed 
that the repairs done ta the Jones avenue 
bridge was about the only Work of the year, 
and declared that the stringency in the 
money market had Kept the appropriations 
to that department down. 

The, paper. demage @ igstant building 
of. the Broad. street ign at a cost of 
bridge unsafe and 
suggested that further delay was dangcer- 
ous. The report sald that the bridge could 
be paid for by paying $10,000 this year and 
$10,000 each year thereafter until the debt 
was liquidated. It referred to the fact that 
the Consolidated street car is bound to pay 
$5,000 of the money. Touching the Alabama 
street bridge, the report said that it would 
cost something less than $100,000, but ur- 
gently recommended its building, asserting 
that it could be paid for in one, two and 
three years. The paper declared that the 
structure was one that was greatly needed 
and said that its building had now been de- 
layed too long and called for early work on 
it. The report showed the obstacles in the 
way of work last year, referring to the 
fact that the Central railroad was in the 
hands of a receiver and detailed the legis- 
lation by the state for the work. The 
Edgewood avenue bridge was spoken of and 
declared to be in a dangerous condition. 
The report said that the repairs every year 
cost more than the net interest on the 
money necessary to build it. The building 
of a new bridge on Jones avenue was asked 
for, the report saying that the city attorney 
was of the opinion that the railroad com- 
panies could be made to pay for it. 

The Cemetery Committee. 

The annual report of the cemetery com- 
mittee, Mr. Dodge, chairman, showed that 
many improvements had been made in 
Oakland during the year, the principal one 
being the paving of Hunter street circular 
drive with chert at a cost of $1,675, 1,500 
lineal feet having been paved. It shows 
that many of the lots which are practically 
deserted, the owners having moved away, 
have been retarraced and resodded, and 
shows many other changes which have been 
made. The report shows that during the 
year 251 whites and twenty-seven colored 
people have been buried in Oakland; that 
during that tima $1,251 has been derivea 
from the sale of city lots and turned into 
the city treasury. The report pays a high 
compliment to Mr. Thomas A. Clayton, the 
city sexton. 

Contested Claims and Litigations. 

The committee on contested claims and 
litigation, Mr. Nelms, chairman, gave a 
conciss review of the work in that depart- 
ment during the year. It showed the num- 
ber of suits which had been filed against 
the city of Atlanta and the number that had 
been settled, and the manner in which they 
had been settled. It showed the amount of 
claims laid and the amount of money which 
the city had actually paid out. The re- 
port made reference to the annual report 
of the city attorney for a more detailed ac- 
count of the work in that department dur- 
ing the year. 

Electric and Other Roads. 

The committee on electric and other rail- 
roads, Mr. Harman, chairman, recounted 
the grants of franchises which had been 
made during the year and spoke of the 
different kinds of rails which are in use. It 
condemned the change of rails and recom- 
mended the adoption of a standard rail for 
all roads in the city. The rail recommend- 
ed was ninety-three pounds heavy and 
nine inches high. 

Electric Lights, Telegraph and Tele- 
phones. 

The electric light committee’s report, Mr. 
Stephens, chairman, shows that on the ist 
of January, 184, the city had 995 electric 
lights in service. During the year there 
were added, at West End, 20, and in other 
parts of the city, 5; making a total number 
of 1020 lights now in our service, gosting 
the city about $67,000 per year. It shows 
that the service rendered by the Georgia 
Electric Light Company during the year 
has been a very satisfactory one, and in 
the report gives the company due credit 
for the same. 

It also shows that in many places within 

the city additional lights are needed, but 
for lack of funds, the committee has been 
unable 40 make any material increases dur- 
ing the year. 
_ The committee recommends that the con- 
tract with the Georgia Electric Light Com- 
pany be renewed for another year, at the 
same rate the city has heretofore been pay- 
ing, at the expiration of which time it is 
thought that at least one new company will 
be prepared to bid the city’s lighting. 

The committee also submitted, for the 
consideration of the incoming council, spec-

ifications in detail showing the machinery 
required, and the cost thereof, to establish 
a city plant. It also shows, that out of 
twenty-five or thirty inquiries made, At- 
lanta was found to be getting cheaper and 
better electric Nght service than any city 
of its size in the country, there being only 
two cities getting 2,000-candle-power all- 
night lights for less than $109.50. Atlanta 
for such lights. 

lt is to be hoped that the city will be 
able to build its own plant in 1896. A plant 
suitable to the city’s needs would cost about 
$250,000.

This council provided by ordinance for the 
issue of $60,000 redemption bonds, bearing 442 
per cent interest, principal and interest 
payable in gold, which we disposed of at 
101 per cent, and the proceeds turned into 
the treasurer’s hands. We will state that 
$4,000 of these bonds were taken by the 
finance committee and destroyed, after 
making proper entries on the books of the 
comptroller’s office—thus more than corn- 
plying with the charter requirements for 
the setting aside annually of 38,500, to pay 
off the bonded indebtedness of the city. 
Special reference is had to the reports of 
the different officers and committees for 
further details of the financial doings of 
this council. 

The Fire Department. 

The anrual report cf the fire department 
committee, Mr. Colvin chairman, tracked 
the report of Chief Joyner, which has been 
submitted to the council, too. It showed 
the amount of money expended in the de- 
partment during the year and gave it as 
$109,182, which was the exact amount of 
the appropriation to the department. It 
related the many improvements in the de- 
partment and asks for an increase in the 
amount of the appropriation for next year, 
showing what improvements the depart- 
ment needs and should have. The report 
pays a high compliment to Chief Joyner 
and to the men composing the fire depart- 
ment, and says that the losses in 1894 were 
greater than in any previous year. The 
committee asks for $112,000 for the year 
1895. The board of. fire masters, Mr. 
Stephens chairman, sent in an annual re- 
port, showing the number of fires during 
the year. 

Manufactures and Statistics, 

The annual report of the committee on 
manufactures and statistics, Mr. Harralson, 
chairman, recounts the fact that no money 
has been expended in that department dur- 
ing the year, bu¢ declares that it is a de- 
partment which should be fostered. The 
paper shows that during the year the com- 
mittee gave out a great deal of informa- 
tion about Atlanta te people seeking it and 
said that much good could, be done by giv: 
jing the ,committee an appropriation suffi- 
cient to-do some good. ~ 

Ordinances, 

The committee on ordinances, Mr. Howell 
chairman, presented a paper reviewing the 
new laws made by the city council during 
the year and the new enactments from the 
legislature as asked for by the council. It 
showed, too, what laws had been changed 
and gave the changes. 

The Park Committee. 

The report of the committee on parks, Mr. 
Camp chairman, gave $13,000 as the amount 
appropriated to parks during the year, and 
showed how every dollar of the money had 
been spent. It declared that Gran; park 
was in bet#er condition than ever before, 
and asked ror some improvements this year. 
The paper made rearence to the park 
which is to be built at the old waterworks, 
and calls for the expenditure of the $35,000 
provided for in the terms of the agreement 
made by the council some months ago. 

The Police Committee. 

The annual report of the poitce commit- 
tee, Mr. Hirsch chairman, gives a com- 
plete history of the work during the year, 
showing the number of licenses passed upon 
by the committee. It declares, too, that 
the dealers in whisky are all careful to 
obey the law implicitly and makes reference 
to the annual report of the chief of police 
for the manner in which the law has been 
enforced. The report shows that the ex- 
penses of the department for the year was 
$135,834.40. It gives as the amount collect- 
ed in fines during the year to be $18,301.91. 

The Printing Committee. 

The committee on printing, Mr. Welch, of 
the fifth, chairman, showed thar the work 
in that department during the year had 
been light. I; gave $931 as the amount of 
money expended in the department and 
showed that most of it had gone to paying 
for the printing of the annual reports of 
1893. 

Public Buildings and Grounds, 

The annual report of the committee on 
public buildings and grounds, Mr. Welch, 
of the second, chairman, showed that the 
real estate of the city was valued at $5,593,- 
750. 

The repor; then refers to the old water- 
works property and says it has not been 
leased to the Hale Investment Company 
upon terms and conditions of decided ad- 
vantage to the city. ‘The report then sug- 
gests that some suitable means of filing 
the records of the city government be pro- 
vided as speedily as possible, where they 
will be protected in case of fire and that 
immediate arrangements be made with the 
Chamber of Commerce for a fireproof vault. 

The report closes by recommending that 
the city take steps towards securing a per- 
manent building for the city offices. The 
report suggests that some of the land own- 
ed by the city be disposed of for this pur- 
pose.

The Relief Committee, 

The relief committee, Mr. Dimmock, chair- 
man, showed the amount of morey expend- 
ed in that department for the year to be 
$12,378.76. It gave the number of persons, 
with color and so forth, who had been re- 
lieved. The report referred to the annual 
report of Warden Hunter and to the books 
of the Atlanta Charitable Association, and 
told of the good work that that association 
had done and was yet doing. 


The Public School Committee. 


The committee on public schools, Mr. 
Beatie chairman, showed that the appro- 
priation to the public schools was $161,518, 
and that it was reduced by the council 
$3,000. The report made reference to the 
new high school building for boys, and asks 
for an appropriation gufficient to complete 
the building. The paper shows the number 
of teachers on the pay roll and the num- 
ber of pupils enrolled in the entire city. 
The report is exhaustive and shows the 
school system to be one of the best in the 
south and something of which every mem- 


ber of the board of education is proud. 


The Waterworks Committee, 


The waterworks committee gave up no 
annual report, the chairman, Mr. Boyd, 
being absent from the city. The work 
in that department, however, was fully cov- 
ered in the reports of the water board and 
the superintendent of the waterworks, both 
of which have been published. .

There was $15,000 ap- 
propriated for sewers in West End during 
the year, but later the amount was reduc- 
ed to $6,378.30. This amount was expended. 
The report askS~the incoming “council: to 
make an appropriation for the extending of 
the Connally street sewer. The work will 
cost $18,000. 

The Street Committee. 

The street committee, Mr. Broyles, chair- 
man, gives a detailed account of a large 
amount of work done. 

There were two and six-tenths miles of 
granfte paving laid during 1894 at a cost 
of $61,854.17. One mile of brick paving, 
Pryor street, cost $43,067.77. The sewers for 
the year cost $31,928.06. 

Sanitary Inspector's Report. 

The annual report of Chief Sanitary In- 
spector Veal to the board of health wag 
transmitted to the general council and will 
be a portion of the next annual report.

KUKLUX CASES UNDER INVESTIGATION 


The Trial of the Worley CaseIs Set fora 
Hearing on the Last Mondayin 
This Month. 


The United States grand jury held its 
first session after the Christmas holidays 
yesterday morning, and if the business- 
like character of the session is any indica- 
tion of what the grand jury intends to do 
this year the members of that body will, no 
doubt, make a lively and interesting rec- 
ord, 

On account of the fact*that’ no publicity 
tu the proceedings in the grand 
jury room none of the deliberations of that 
body can be reported. The business, how- 
ever, that is now occupying the attention 
of the grand jury concerns the establish- 
ment of law and order in those portions of 
the state infested by the kuklux gang and 
the government has resolved to put a stop 
to this game if it takes half the money in 
the vaults of the United States treasury. 

Colonel Joe James, the district attorney, 
was present during the entire session of the 
grand jury vesterday morning and quite a 
_arge number of cases were brought tod their 
consideration, all of them relating to the 
criminal conduct of alleged whitecappers in 
molesting the. citizens of north Georgia in 
the peaceable énjoyment of their life. and 
property. : 

Among the depredations committed by the 
whitecappers on the property of those who 
have shown themselves unfriendly to the 
gang have been the destruction of barns, 
outhouses, crops and even private dwellings. 
Beyond this, in quite a large number of 
cases already familiar to the public, they 
have resorted to personal violence and nu- 
merous murders have been committed 
among the mountain recesses of the state, 
a large number of which have never been 
disclosed to the light of-day. 

The public was horrified a few months ago 
by the frightful details of the assault in 
which W. A. Roper came within an ace 
of losing his life, and was only saved by a 
miraculous intervention. 

This crime, howevér,.pales in comparison 
with the midnight hanging of Henry Wor- 
ley and his subsequent death as the victim 
of showers of bullets that completely per- 
forated his body. 

A revolting. feature of this atrocious 
crime is found in the charges implicating 
the wife and mother of the murdered man 
in the conspiracy. 

The trial of this important case is set for 
a hearing on the fourth Monday in January. 
Several of the most distinguished lawyers 
in north Georgia have been retained by the 
alleged whitecappers as their counsel to 
defend them on the pwosecution. 

Judge Newman resumed the calling of the 
civil docket yesterday morning. and was oc- 
cupied throughout the day hearing a 
large number of important cases. The ar- 
gument on the motion of A. W..BaHew for 
a new trial will b@® resumed this week, in 
all: probability. Colonel T. W. Rucker will 
conclude his speech resisting the miotion 
and the decision of the matter will then 
rest with Judge Newman. 

The grand jury will remain in session for 
two or three days this week and the dis- 
trict attorney says that he has ‘business 
enough to keep them occupied for the week.
